, Very lew people know lhal the 
teachings of the gospel had reached 
every nation of (he earth centuries 
before they could be lllllght the 
deaf. This certainly is stranj 
one who enjoys all the facilities to 
learn afforded by the sense of hear 
Ing. He is not in a position to 
quite understand the handicap and 
the isolation of deafness; and the 

causes that delayed the comh 

education to tin- deaf. And few 

realize how limited their spiritual 
opportunities are this day. 

The clergy in the I' 'states 

number a dozen to the thousands 
who adniinislei b' 

So the church waited lone for the 
hand of the educator to open tin- 
way for her ministry. And here 

the special value id' education to 

deaf-mutes must be emphasized. 

Without it the bom deaf-mute can- 
not have an intelligent faith. In- 
deed, it is possible for him to live 
from infancy to old age without any 
knowledge of (iod. lie lives out- 
side of daily How of knowledge from 
tongue lo ear, and so loses a 
deal. His mind is inoie or less 
dormant. In this respect his situa- 
tion is worse than that of his blind 
in-other, who, seriously handicapped 
in physical movement, nevertheless 

shares with others the means of 
acquiring know!, 

ion. In 
deafness arc mental while those of 

blindness are physical. 

A hearing person, or a blind one 
for lhal mailer, may never 
school ;yel either one easily learns 
through the ear concerning (iod and 
the work of his son. They bear 

sermons, and their souls are stirred 
by the strains of sacred music. Bul 
the born deaf person must go to 
school or remain destitute of this 
vital knowledge all his life. He 
has no share in the oral worship 
and instinct ion of his hearing 
brethren. He musi be provided 
with spiritual ministrations in a 
language that best takes the place 
of ihe voice -the language of the 

hand. It is not the language of lip 
motions, for it is utterly impossible, 
and will always bo so, lor one lo 
read every word falling from the 

rapid lips of the preacher. Hand 
ire plainer to his eye than lip 
and are to him what pleasing 
sounds are to his hearing brother 
The Christian church waited 
many centuries for the opportunity 
of ministering to this long over- 
looked people. The long delayed 
boon of education came at last in 
the year 1750, when a French Abbe 
started a school in Paris. Mistaken 
theories pf education and the worst 

kind of superstition prevented its 
earlier coming. Philosophers 

taught that the voice alone could 

awaken ihe mind and convey know 

and many ignorant persons 
believed that an\ attempt lo teach 
the deaf would be offensive lo (iod, 
who. they believed, had made them 
particular objects of his wrath 
For centuries they woi. 
with the idiotic and insane. 

The school referred to 
followed by others in England and 
Germany. To-day, there are three 

hundred in all Europe. Marly in 

the nineteenth century, a school 
was started in Virginia, but it soon 

failed on account of the intern, 
ale habits of it i principal. The 
next One, Started in Connecticut in 
the ye»r II nor.alU 

ed as the parent of this special 
branch of ihe great educational 
system of the United States ; for a 
hool is really a 
pari of the public school system. 

Graduates of these schools in 
tsed in number. They needed 
spiritual care.

The work was not long in reach- 
ing the Wist. In the year 1ST:! 
Rev. Austin W. M inn, then a lay 
reader, held Hie first service in 
Detroit. At that time he held a 
position at Ihe Michigan Institution 
as teacher. Two years later he 
gave up teaching in order lo devote 
his time entirely lo the work of 

building deaf-mute missions in the 

cities from Pittsburg lo Kan- 
sas City. One of these missions is 
St. Agnes, of this city From the 
first it has held its services in the 
chapel of Graoe Church. Its 
twenty-fifth anniversary will soon 

elebrated. Another of the 
named missions of the diocese o! 
Ohio is St. Martin's at Toledo. 

Within as well as outside of his 

ied territory, Mr. Mann has 
participated in Sunday and week- 
day services in :>?; different 
parishes, lie has preached at mis- 
sions in Canada and England and 
at si. Saviour's Church, London. 
lie has represented Hie Episcopal 
Church and her silent ministry al 
upwards ol seventy conventions 
and reunions of deaf-mutes and 

their educators and spiritual ad 
visors. Three of these conventions 
were held abroad in London and 
Glasgow, 

Besides Cleveland and Toledo, 
Mr. Mann holds occasional services 
in the sign language for Ihe deaf- 
mutes of Akron. Canton, Voungs- 
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town. Warren, Painsville, Mans- 



field. Massillon, Norwalk, Fremont, 
Tiffin, Findlay, and other places. 
About the same number of places 
arc served in the diocese of South- 
ern Ohio and in Michigan. 

From notes taken abroad, Mr. 
Mann has lectured many times at 
schools and missions, on the cathe- 
drals ami abbeys of Europe and the 
antiquities of Rome. lie has 
preached a number of times to the 
graduating classes of the Stale 
school ai Columbus. 

fhe following extract is from Hie 

annual address of Hishop Mel 
Of Chicago, formerly rector of Tri- 
nity Church, now Ihe cathedral, 
this city : " One of the most 
Interesting features of our work in 
Chicago is the mission o\' All An- 
gels for Deaf-Mules, holding ser- 
vices in Hie chapel of Trinity 
Church, on Michigan Avenue. The 
Rev. A. W. Mann, known to you 
all has traversed Hie Stales from 
the eastern line of the diocese of 
Pittsburg to Ihe Missouri River for 
twenty-five years, as priest of our 
silent brethren. His life will here- 
after be celebrated as one of the 
romances of the church in this re- 
gion. He has baptised several 
hundreds and presented scores for 
confirmation."

From our Philadelphia VwretvoHdeM 

Death has claimed another mem 

ber of our silent fraternity. On 
Wednesday afternoon. Juno 37th, 
as the hands of the clock pointed to 

twenty minutes after four, Joseph 
Dorfner departed this life 

Mr. Dorfner Brat saw the light 
Of day on April L7th, 1861, at Mun- 
ich, Bavaria. IPs parents were 

Well-tO-do; but almost before 

Joseph reached his teens, ho was 

deprived of his father by death 
Then came the turning poinl in the 
family. The children, now grown 
up, no longer eared for the father- 
land, except what memory had 

made dear lo them, and east their 

lot elsewhere. Soung Joseph, who 

was deaf and dumb, and a sister, 
similarly afflicted, were the only 
ones left behind ; but his sister died 
some lime later Joseph attended 
a school lor the deaf, and, after 
leaving it, developed a taste foi 

fresco painting which he adopted 
as i means of support. 

Two brothers had, by this lime, 
established themselves in Philadel- 
phia, both conducting dyeing and 
SCOUring establishments, and had 
met with success that they induced 

their young brother to conic to Am- 
erica, loo. He came about fifteen 
years ago IPs talent was soon re- 
OOgnlzed by the trade, and his suc- 
cess was greater than he had ex- 
pected, which may have been the 
reason for bis preference of Am- 
erica to his native com, try lie 
spent a while in New York first, 
but resided in this city most of the 
lime. IPs skill was such of a high 
order that he was called upon to 
work on some of the lines! re- 
sidences in the city, and his em- 
ployers often had occasion to send 
him to other places to execute or- 
ders 

Last December, when there was 

a lull in business, Mr. Dorfner was 
sent to Camden lo paint several 
new houses, both inside and out 
side. This kind of work was nol 
strictly in his line, but his employ- 
ers thought it the best waj lo keep 
Imn going. As a result of (he ex- 
posure, he contradicted a cold, 
which, at first, was believed lo lie 
of the ordinary kind, easily cur- 
able. It clung to him, however, 
until last Faster, when its tenacity 
became so marked as to cause some 
alarm At times, he was thought 
to be improving, but such condi- 
tions continued but a short time. 
On May '.'"'d last, he was persuaded 
to quit work until his health be- 
came better Put, instead of Im- 
proving, it grew from worse to 
worse until Friday, 88d Ol June, 
when his removal to the House of 
Mercy (a private hospital of Ihe 
Episcopal Church) was advised. 

There he lingered, a sufferer of 

phthisis, Until last Wednesday, 
when death came to his relief. His 
wile had been with him until four 
o'clock on that day, and then left, 

not expecting the end, which came 
twenty minutes later, so soon 
Before she left, he had expressed a 

desire lo sleep, and he never woke 
again after that. 

The news of his death spread 

quickly amopg the deaf of this 

city, many of whom hardly knew ol' 
his sickness, and were thus shocked. 
Mr. Dorfner was a member of All 

Souls' Church, whose walls he de- 
corated out of pure kindness, and 
his work there will now serve as a 
memorial of him His widow was 
formerly Miss Fflio L. Parker. 

They bad not been married two full 

years. 

The funeral took place last Sun- 
da\ afternoon, at '.' o'clock, from 
All Souls' Church. The body, 
which lay in a handsome black 

cloth covered casket, with six silver 
handles, was opened to view 
of the main aisle of the church. 
After tin' relatives had their fare- 
Well look, all the deaf were 
an Opportunity to pay their last re 
specis to their departed friend, and 
over a hundred viewed the re 

mains. The floral offerings were 
numerous ami beautiful. At pre- 
cisely two o'clock, the casket was 
closed and borne up the aisle to the 
chancel rail, where the beautiful 

service for the dead was read by 
Ihe Pev. .1. M. Koehler in signs, 

ami, orally, by the Rev. James Mc 
llheiiny. Both ministers delivered 
a short, touching address, simul- 
taneously. The remains vvue taken
